In the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberius Cesar, 
Pontius Pilate being governor of Judza, and Herod 
being tetrarch of Galilee, and his brother Philip te- 
trarch of Iturzea and of the region of Trachonitis, and 
Lysanias the tetrarch of Abilene, Annas and Caiaphas 
being the high priests, the word of God came unto John 
the son of Zacharias in the wilderness. And he came 
into all the country about Jordan, preaching the bap- 
tism of repentance for the remission of sins; as it is 
written in the book of the words of Esaias the prophet, 
saying, The voice of one crying in the wilderness, Pre- 
pare ye the way of the Lord, make his paths straight.

And they stoned Stephen, calling upon God, and saying, 
Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. And he kneeled down, 
and cried with a loud voice, Lord, lay not this sin to their 
charge. And when he had said this, he fell asleep.

At that time Jesus said to the Scribes and Pharisees: 
Behold I send unto you prophets, and wise men, and 
scribes: and some of them ye shall kill and crucify; 
and some of them shall ye scourge in your synagogues, 
and persecute them from city to city: that upon you 
may come all the righteous blood shed upon the earth, 
from the blood of righteous Abel unto the blood of Zach- 
arias son of Barachias, whom ye slew between the 
temple and the altar. Verily I say unto you, All these 
things shall come upon this generation. O Jerusalem, 
Jerusalem, thou that killest the prophets, and stonest 
them which are sent unto thee, how often would I have 
gathered thy children together, even as a hen gathereth 
her chickens under her wings, and ye would not! Be- 
hold, your house is left unto you desolate. For I say 
unto you, Ye shall not see me henceforth, till ye shall 
say, Blessed is he that cometh in the name of the Lord.

Wherefore thou 
art no more a servant, but a son; and if a son, then an 
heir of God.

When Herod was dead, behold an angel of the 
Lord appeareth in a dream to Joseph in Egypt, 
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saying, Arise, and take the young child, and his mother, 
and go into the land of Israel: for they are dead which 
sought the young child’s life. And he arose, and took 
the young child, and his mother, and came into the 
land of Israel. But when he heard that Archelaus 
did reign in Judza in the room of his father Herod, 
he was afraid to go thither: notwithstanding, being 
‘warned of God in a dream, he turned aside into the 
parts of Galilee: and he came and dwelt in a city called 
Nazareth: that it might be fulfilled which was spoken 
by the prophets, He shall be called a Nazarene.

and partakers of his promise in Christ by the gospei: 
whereof I was made a minister, according to the gift 
of the grace of God given unto me by the effectual work- 
ing of his power. Unto me, who am less than the least 
of all saints, is this grace given, that I should preach 
among the Gentiles the unsearchable riches of Christ; 
and to make all men see what is the fellowship of the 
mystery, which from the beginning of the world hath 
been hid in God, who created all things by Jesus Christ: 
to the intent that now unto the principalities and powers 
in heavenly places might be known by the church the 
manifold wisdom of God, according to the eternal pur- ~ 
pose which he purposed in Christ Jesus our Lord: in 
whom we have boldness and access with confidence 
by the faith of him. 


The Gospel, St. Matt. ii: 1 
When Jesus was born in Bethlehem of Judea, in 
the days of Herod the king, behold there came wise

men from the east to Jerusalem, saying, Where is he 
that is born King of the Jews? for we have seen his 
star in the east, and are come to worship him. When 
Herod the king had heard these things, he was troubled, 
and all Jerusalem with him. And when he had gather- 
ed all the chief priests and scribes of the people to- 
gether, he demanded of them where Christ should be 
born. And they said unto him, In Bethlehem of Ju- 
dea: for thus it is written by the prophet, And thou 
Bethlehem, in the land of Juda, art not the least among 
the princes of Juda: for out of thee shall come a Gov- 
ernor, that shall rule my people Israel. Then Herod, 
when he had privily called the wise men, enquired of 
them diligently what time the star appeared. And 
he sent them to Bethlehem, and said, Go and search 
diligently for the young child; and when ye have found 
him, bring me word again, that I may come and 
worship him also. When they had heard the king 
they departed; and lo, the star, which they saw in 
the east, went before them, till it came and stood 
over where the young child was. When they 
saw the star, they rejoiced with exceeding great joy. 
And when they were come into the house, they 
saw the young child with Mary his mother, and 
fell down, and worshipped him: and when they had 
opened their treasures, they presented unto him gifts; 
gold, and frankincense, and myrrh. And being warned 
of God in a dream that they should not return to Herod, 
they departed into their own country another way.

Then goeth he, and taketh with himself seven other 
spirits more wicked than himself, and they enter in 
and dwell there: and the last state of that man is worse 
than the first.. Even so shall it be also unto this wicked 
generation. While he yet talked to the people, behold, 
his mother and his brethren stood without, desiring 
to speak with him. Then one said unto him, Behold, 
thy mother and thy brethren stand without, desiring 
to speak with thee. But he answered and said unto 
him that told him, Who is my mother? and who are my 
brethren? And he stretched forth his hand toward 
his disciples, and said, Behold my mother and my 
brethren! For whosoever shall do the will of my Father 
which is in heaven, the same is my brother, and sister, 
and mother.

When a righteous man turneth away from his righteous- 
ness, and committeth iniquity, and dieth in them; for 
his iniquity that he hath done shall he die. Again, 
when the wicked man turneth away from his wicked- 
ness that he hath committed, and doeth that which is 
lawful and right, he shall save his soul alive. Because 
he considereth, and turneth away from all his trans- 
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gressions that he hath committed, he shall surely live, 
-he shall not die. 


The Gospel, St. John v: 1 


At that time there was a feast of the Jews; and Jesus 
went up to Jerusalem. Now there is at Jerusalem by 
the sheep market a pool, which is called in the Hebrew 
tongue Bethesda, having five porches. In these lay 
a great multitude of impotent folk, of blind, halt, with- 
ered, waiting for the moving of the water.

and on the same day was the sabbath. The Jews 
therefore said unto him that was cured, It is the sab- 
bath day: it is not lawful for thee to carry thy bed. He 
answered them, He that made me whole, the same 
said unto me, Take up thy bed, and walk. Then asked 
they him, What man is that which said unto thee, Take 
up thy bed, and walk? And he that was healed wist 
not who it was: for Jesus had conveyed himself away, 
a multitude being in that place. Afterward Jesus 
findeth him in the temple, and saith unto him, Behold, 
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thou art made whole: sin no more, lest a worse thing 
come unto thee. The man departed, and told the Jews ~ 
that it was Jesus, which had made him whole.

For 
then would they not have ceased to be offered? because 
that the worshippers once purged should have had no 
more conscience of sins. But in those sacrifices there 
is a remembrance again made of sins every year. For 
it is not possible that the blood of bulls and of goats — 
should take away sins. Wherefore when he cometh 
into the world, he saith, Sacrifice and offering thou 
wouldest not, but a body hast thou prepared me: in 
burnt offerings and sacrifices for sin thou hast had no 
pleasure. Then said I, Lo, I come (in the volume of 
the book it is written of me,) to do thy will, O God. 
Above when he said, Sacrifice and offering and burnt 
offerings and offering for sin thou wouldest not, neither 
hadst pleasure therein; which are offered by the law; 
then said he, Lo, I come to do thy will, O God. He 
taketh away the first, that he may establish the second. 
By the which will we are sanctified through the offer- ° 
ing of the body of Jesus Christ once for all. And every 
priest standeth daily ministering and offering often- 
times the same sacrifices, which can never take away 
sins: but this man, after he had offered one sacrifice 
for sins for ever, sat down on the right hand of God; 
from henceforth expecting till his enemies be made his 
footstool. For by one offering he hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified. Whereof the Holy 
Ghost aiso is a witness to us: for after that he had said 
before, This is the covenant that I will make with them 
after those days, saith the Lord, I will put my laws into 
their hearts, and in their minds will I write them; and 
their sins and iniquities will I remember no more. 
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Now where remission of these is, there is no more 
offering for sin. Having therefore, brethren, boldness 
to enter into the holiest by the blood of Jesus, by a new 
and living way, which he hath consecrated for us, 
through the veil, that is to say, his flesh; and having an 
high priest over the house of God; let us draw near with 
a true heart in full assurance of faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil conscience, and our bodies 
washed with pure water. Let us hold fast the profes- 
sion of our faith without wavering; (for he is faithful 
that promised ;) and let us consider one another to pro- 
voke unto love and to good works: not forsaking the 
assembling of ourselves together, as the manner of 
some is; but exhorting one another: and so much the 
“more, as ye see the day approaching. 


The Gospel. St. John xix. 1. 


Pilate therefore took Jesus, and scourged him. 
And the soldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put it 
on his head, and they put on him a purple robe, and 
said, Hail, King of the Jews! and they smote him with 
their hands. Pilate therefore went forth again, and 
saith unto them, Behold, I bring him forth to you, that 
ye may know that I find no fault in him. Then came 
Jesus forth, wearing the crown of thorns, and the 
purple robe. And Pilate saith unto them, Behold the 
man! When the chief priests therefore and officers 
saw him, they cried out, saying, Crucify him, crucify 
him. Pilate saith unto them, Take ye him, and crucify 
him: for I find no fault in him. The Jews answered 
him, We have a law, and by our law he ought to die, 
because he made himself the Son of God. When 
Pilate therefore heard that saying, he was the more 
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afraid; and went again into the judgment hall, and 
saith unto Jesus, Whence art thou? But Jesus gave 
him no answer. Then saith Pilate unto him, Speakest 
thou not unto me? knowest thou not that I have power 
to crucify thee, and have power to release thee? Jesus 
answered, Thou couldest have no power at all-against 
me, except it were given thee from above: therefore he 
that delivered me unto thee hath the greater sin. And 
from thenceforth Pilate sought to release him: but the 
Jews cried out, saying, If thou let this man go, thou art 
not Cesar’s friend: whosoever maketh himself a king, 
speaketh against Cesar. When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he brought Jesus forth, and sat down in the 
judgment seat in a place that is called the Pavement, 
but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the prepara- 
tion of the passover, and about the sixth hour: and he 
saith unto the Jews, Behold your King! But they 
cried out, Away with him, away with him, crucify him. 
Pilate saith unto them, Shall I crucify your King? The 
chief priests answered, We have no king but Cesar. 
Then delivered he him therefore unto them to be cruci- 
fied. And they took Jesus, and led him away. And 
he bearing his cross went forth into a place called the 
place of a skull, which is called in the Hebrew, Gol- 
gotha: where they crucified him, and two other with 
him, on either side one, and Jesus in the midst. And 
Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the cross. And the 
writing was, JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. This title then read many of the Jews: 
_ for the place where Jesus was crucified was nigh to 
the city; and it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. Then said the chief priests of the Jews to 
Pilate, Write not, The King of the Jews; but that he 
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said, I am King of the Jews. Pilate answered, What 
’ [have written I have written. Then the soldiers, when 
they had crucified Jesus, took his garments, and made 
four parts, to every soldier a part; and also his coat: 
now the coat was without seam, woven from the top 
throughout. They said therefore among themselves, 
Let us not rend it, but cast lots for it, whose it shall be: 
that the scripture might be fulfilled, which saith, They 
parted my raiment among them, and for my vesture 
they did cast lots. These things therefore the soldiers 
did. Now there stood by the cross of Jesus his mother, 
and his mother’s sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Jesus therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple standing by, whom he loved, 
he saith unto his mother, Woman, behold thy son! 
Then saith he to the disciple, Behold thy mother! And 
from that hour that disciple took her unto his own 
home. After this, Jesus knowing that all things were 
now accomplished, that the scripture might be fulfilled, 
saith, I thirst. Now there was set a vessel full of vine- 
gar: and they filled aspunge with vinegar,and put it upon 
hyssop, and put it to his mouth. When Jesus there- 
fore had received the vinegar, he said, It is finished: 
and he bowed his head, and gave up the ghost. The 
Jews therefore, because it was the preparation, that 
the bodies should not remain upon the cross on the 
sabbath day, (for that sabbath day was an high day,) 
besought Pilate that their legs might be broken, and 
that they might be taken away. Then came the sol- 
diers, and brake the legs of the first, and of the other 
which was crucified with him. But when they came to 
Jesus, and saw that he was dead already, they brake 
not his legs: but one of the soldiers with a spear pierced 
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his side, and forthwith came there out blood and water. 
And he that saw it bare record, and his record is true: | 
and he knoweth that he saith true, that ye might be- 
lieve. For these things were done, that the scripture 
should be fulfilled, A bone of him shall not be broken. 
And again another scripture saith, They shall look on 
him whom they pierced. 


THE SOLEMN COLLECTS. 
Then the priest, still standing at the Epistle side of the 
Altar, begins the Solemn Collects, as follows, folding his 
hands at each exhortation, and extending them at each

[In Churches where it is held, here follows the Venera- 
tion of the Cross.] 

The candles on the altar are lighted and the Priest with 
his Ministers proceeds to the Altar where the Holy Sacra- 
ment was deposited the day before. He censes the Holy 
Sacrament and bears the sacred Vessel back to the Altar. 
The hymn Vexilla Regis is sung in procession. 

The priest places the Sacred Vessel upon the ie 
censes the Holy Sacrament. The Host is placed on the 
Altar in the usual manner, wine and water unblessed 
being poured into the Chalice, nothing being said. Then 
he censes the Oblation and Altar in the accustomed way 
in the usual words. The priest is not censed; he washes 
his hands, saying nothing. Then bowing down, he says 
privately : 


In the spirit of humility and with a contrite heart 
‘ let us be accepted by thee, O Lord: and so let our 
sacrifice bé in thy sight this day, that it may be well- 
pleasing unto thee, O Lord our God. 


Then turning to the people he says: 


Brethren, pray that both my Sacrifice and yours also 
may be acceptable to God the Father almighty. 


No answer is made: all else omitted, he continues; 


Let us pray. As our Saviour Christ hath commanded 
and taught us, we are bold to say: 


Our Father, who art in heaven, hallowed be thy 
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Name. Thy Kingdom come. Thy will be done in earth 
as it is in heaven. Give us this day our daily bread. 
And forgive us our trespasses, as we forgive those who 
trespass against us. And lead us not into temptation. 
But deliver us from evil. Amen. 


The priest continues, making the accustomed fraction as 
on other days, saying privately: 

Deliver us, O Lord, we beseech thee, from all evils, 
past, present, and to come: and at the intercession of 
the blessed and glorious Ever-Virgin Mary, Mother of 
God, and of thy blessed Apostles Peter and Paul, of 
Andrew, and all thy Saints: favourably grant peace in 
our time: that we, being holpen by thy mercy, may be 
kept free from sin, and safe from all disquietude: 
through the same Jesus Christ, thy Son, our Lord. 
Who liveth and reigneth with thee in the unity of the 
Holy Ghost, ever one God, world without end. Amen. 


Then he puts a particle of the Host in the Chalice, as 
usual, saying nothing; then proceeds to communicate 
himself, saying only the words of reception, without pre- 
vious prayer ; 


The Body of our Lord Jesus Christ be-unto me a 
sinner the way and the life. Amen. 


Having received the particle of the Host with the wine, 


he takes the ablutions, and says privately this prayer in 
the midst of the Altar; 


Grant, O Lord, that what we have received with our 
lips we may keep with a pure heart, so that by the gift 
vouchsafed in this present life, there may be given 
unto us everlasting life. Amen. 


After this the Priest and his ministers reverence the 
altar and depart.

When 
they were past the first and the second ward, they came 
unto the iron gate that leadeth unto the city; which 
opened to them of his own accord: and they went out, 
and passed on through one street; and forthwith the 
angel departed from him. And when Peter was come 
to himself, he said, Now I know of a surety, that the 
Lord hath sent his angel, and hath delivered me out 
of the hand of Herod, and from all the expectation of 
the people of the Jews.

And after 
the second veil, the tabernacle which is called the Holi- 
est of all; which had the golden censer, and the ark 
of the covenant overlaid round about with gold, where- 
in was the golden pot that had manna, and Aaron’s 
rod that budded, and the tables of the covenant; and 
over it the cherubims of glory shadowing the mercy- 
seat; of which we cannot now speak particularly. Now 
when these things were thus ordained, the priests went 
always into the first tabernacle, accomplishing the 
service of God. But into the second went the high 
priest alone once every year, not without blood, which 
he offered for himself, and for the errors of the people: 
the Holy Ghost this signifying, that the way into the 
holiest of all was not yet made manifest while as the first 
tabernacle was yet standing: which was a figure for 
the time then present, in which were offered both gifts 
and sacrifices, that couid not make him that did the 
service perfect, as pertaining to the conscience; which 
stood only in meats and drinks, and divers washings, 
and carnal ordinances, imposed on them until the time 
of reformation. But Christ being come an high priest 
of good things to come, by a greater and more perfect 
tabernacle, not made with hands, that is to say, not 
of this building; neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood, he entered in once into the 
holy place, having obtained eternal redemption for us. 


The Gospel, St. Luke xiii: 6 
At that time, Jesus spake also this parable; A cer- 
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{ain man had a fig tree planted in his vineyard; and 
he came and sought fruit thereon, and found none. 
Then said he unto the dresser of the vineyard, Behold, 
these three years I come seeking fruit on this fig tree, 
and find none: cut it down; why cumbereth it the 
ground? And he, answering, said unto him, Lord, 
let it alone this year also, till I shall dig about it, and 
dung it: and if it bear fruit, well: and if not, then after 
that thou shalt cut it down. And he was teaching in 
one of the synagogues on the sabbath. And, behold, 
there was a woman which had a spirit of infirmity eight- 
een years, and was bowed together, and could in no 
wise lift up herself. And when Jesus saw her, he 
called her to him, and said unto her, Woman, thou 
art loosed from thine infirmity. And he laid his hands 
on her: and immediately she was made straight, and 
glorified God. And the ruler of the synagogue ans- 
wered with indignation, because that Jesus had healed 
on the sabbath day, and said unto the people, There 
are six days in which men ought to work: in them there- 
fore come and be healed, and not on the sabbath day. 
The Lord then answered him, and said, Thou hypo- 
crite, doth not each one of you on the sabbath loose 
his ox or his ass from the stall, and lead him away 
to watering? And ought not this woman, being a 
daughter of Abraham, whom Satan hath bound, lo, 
these eighteen years, be loosed from this bond on the 
sabbath day? And when he had said these things, 
all his adversaries were ashamed: and all the people 
rejoiced for all the glorious things that were done by 
him.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE LORD’S SUPPER 
OR 


HOLY COMMUNION 


If among those who come to be partakers of the Holy Communion, the Minister 
shall know any to be an open and notorious evil liver, or to have done any wrong 
to his neighbours by word or deed, so that the Congregation be thereby offended; 
he shall advertise him, that he presume not to come to the Lord’s Table, until he 
have openly declared himself to have truly repented and amended his former evil 
life, that the Congregation may thereby be satisfied; and that he hath recompensed 
the parties to whom he hath done wrong; or at least declare himself to be in full 
purpose so to do, as soon as he conveniently may. 


The same order shall the Minister use with those, betwixt whom he perceiveth 
malice and hatred to reign; not suffering them to be partakers of the Lord’s Table, 
until he know them to be reconciled. And if one of the parties, so at variance, be 
content to forgive from the bottom of his heart all that the other hath trespassed 
against him, and to make amends for that wherein he himself hath offended; and 
the other party will not be persuaded to a godly unity, but remain still in his fro- 
wardness and malice; the Minister in that case ought to admit the penitent person 
to the Holy Communion, and not him that is obstinate. Provided, That every 
Minister so repelling any, as is herein specified, shall be obliged to give an account 
of the same to the Ordinary, within fourteen days after, at the farthest. 

{The Table, at the Communion-time having a fair white linen cloth upon it, shall 
stand in the body of the Church, or in the Chancel. And the Minister, standing 
at the right side of the Table, or where Morning and Evening Prayer are appointed 
to be said, shall say the Lord’s Prayer and the Collect following, the People kneel- 
ing; but the Lord’s Prayer may be omitted, if Morning Prayer hath been said 
immediately before.

VWhen the Minister giveth warning for the Celebration of the Holy Communion, 
(which he shall always do upon the Sunday, or some Holy-day, immediately pro- 
ceding,) he shall read this Exhortation following; or so much thereof as, in his 
discretion, he may think convenient. 

Dearly beloved, on ---- day next I purpose, through 
God’s assistance, to administer to all such as shall be 
religiously and devoutly disposed the most comfortable 
Sacrament of the Body and Blood of Christ; to be by 
them received in remembrance of his meritorious Cross 
and Passion; whereby alone we obtain remission of 
our sins, and are made partakers of the Kingdom of 
heaven. Wherefore it is our duty to render most 
humble and hearty thanks to Almighty God, our 
heavenly Father, for that he hath given his Son our 
Saviour Jesus Christ, not only to die for us, but also to 
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be our spiritual food and sustenance in that holy Sacra- 
ment. Which being so divine and comfortable a thing 
to them who receive it worthily, and so dangerous to 
those who will presume to receive it unworthily; my 
duty is to exhort you, in the mean season to consider 
the dignity of that holy mystery, and the great peril of 
the unworthy receiving thereof; and so to search and 
examine your own consciences, (and that not lightly, 
and after the manner of dissemblers with God; but 
so) that ye may come holy and clean to such a heavenly 
Feast, in the marriage-garment required by God in 
holy Scripture, and be received as worthy partakers 
of that holy Table. 

The way and means thereto is: First, to examine 
your lives and conversations by the rule of God’s com- 
mandments; and whereinsoever ye shall perceive your- 
selves to have offended, either. by will, word, or deed, 
there to bewail your own sinfulness, and to confess 
yourselves to Almighty God, with full purpose of 
amendment of life. And if ye shall perceive your of- 
fences to be such as are not only against God, but also 
against your neighbours; then ye shall reconcile your- 
selves unto them; being ready to make restitution and 
satisfaction, according to the uttermost of your powers, 
for all injuries and wrongs done by you to any other; 
and being likewise ready to forgive others who have 
offended you, as ye would have forgiveness of your 
offences at God’s hand: for otherwise the receiving 
of the holy Communion doth nothing else but increase 
your condemnation. Therefore, if any of you be a blas- 
phemer of God, an hinderer or slanderer of his Word, 
an adulterer, or be in malice, or envy, or in any other 
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grievous crime; repent you of your sins, or else come 
not to that holy Table. : 

And because it is requisite that no man should come 
to the holy Communion, but with a full trust in God’s 
mercy, and with a quiet conscience; therefore, if there 
be any of you, who by this means cannot quiet his own 
conscience herein, but requireth further comfort or 
counsel, let him come to me, or to some other Minister 
of God’s Word, and open his grief; that he may receive 
. such godly counsel and advice, as may tend to the quiet- 
ing of his conscience and the removing of all scruple 
and doubtfulness. . 


]Or, in case he shall see the People negligent to come to the Holy Communion 
instead of the former, he shall use this Exhortation. 


Dearly beloved brethren, on ------ I intend, by God’s 
grace, to celebrate the Lord’s Supper: unto which, in 
God’s behalf, I bid you all who are here present; and 
beseech you, for the Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, that 
ye will not refuse to come thereto, being so lovingly 
called and bidden by God himself. Ye know how 
grievous and unkind a thing it is, when a man hath 
prepared a rich feast, decked his table with all kind 
of provision, so that there lacketh nothing but the guests 
to sit down; and yet they who are called (without any 
cause) most unthankfully refuse to come. Which of 
you in such a case would not be moved? Who would 
not think a great injury and wrong done unto him? 
Wherefore, most dearly beloved in Christ, take ye 
good heed, lest ye, withdrawing yourselves from this 
holy Supper, provoke God’s indignation against you. 
It is an easy matter for a man to say, I will not com- 
municate, because I am otherwise hindered with worldly 
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business. But such excuses are not so easily accepted 
and allowed before God. If any man say, I am a griev- 
ous sinner, and therefore am afraid to come: wherefore 
then do ye not repent and amend? When God calleth 
you, are ye not ashamed to say ye will not come? 
When ye should return to.God, will ye excuse your- 
selves, and say ye are not ready? Consider earnestly 
with yourselves how little such feigned excuses will 
avail before God. Those who refused the feast in the 
Gospel, because they had bought a farm, or would try © 
their yokes of oxen or because they were married, 
were not so excused, but counted unworthy of the heav- 
enly feast. Wherefore, according to mine office, I 
bid you in the Name of God, I call you in Christ’s be- 
half, I exhort you, as ye love your own salvation, that 
ye will be partakers of this holy Communion. And as 
the Son of God did vouchsafe to yield up his soul by 
death upon the Cross for your salvation; so it is your 
duty to receive the Communion in remembrance of 
the sacrifice of his death, as he himself hath com- 
manded: which if ye shall neglect to do, consider with 
yourselves how great is your ingratitude to God, and 
how sore punishment hangeth over your heads for 
the same; when ye wilfully abstain from the Lord’s 
Table, and separate from your brethren, who come 
to feed on the banquet of that most heavenly food. 
These things if ye earnestly consider, ye will by God’s 
grace return to a better mind: for the obtaining whereof 
we shall not cease to make our humble petitions unto 
Almighty God, our heavenly Father.

Jesus said unto her, I am the resurrection, and the 
life: he that believeth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live: and whosoever liveth and believeth 
in me shall never die. Believest thou this? She 
saith unto him, Yea, Lord: I believe that thou art the 
Christ, the Son of God, which should come into the 
world. 

On Anniversaries, St. John vi: 37

And the angel of the Lord was by the threshingplace 
of Araunah the Jebusite. And David spake unto the 
Lord when he saw the angel that smote the people, 
and said, Lo, I have sinned, and I have done wickedly: 
but these sheep, what have they done? let thine hand, 
I pray thee, be against me, and against my father’s 
house. And Gad came that day to David, and said 
unto him, Go up, rear an altar unto the Lord in the 
threshingfloor of Araunah the Jebusite. And David, 
according to the saying of Gad, went up as the Lord 
commanded. And David built there an altar unto the 
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Lord, and offered burnt offerings and peace offerings. 
So the Lord was intreated for the land, and the plague 
was stayed from Israel. 


The Gospel, St. Luke iv: 38 


In those days Jesus arose out of the synagogue, and 
entered into Simon’s house. And Simon’s wife’s 
mother was taken with a great fever; and they besought 
him for her. And he stood over her, and rebuked 
the fever; and it left her: and immediately she arose 
and ministered unto them. Now when the sun was 
setting, all they that had any sick with divers diseases 
brought them unto him; and he laid his hands on every 
one of them, and healed them. And devils also came 
out of many, crying out, and saying, Thou art Christ 
the Son of God. And he rebuking them suffered them 
not to speak: for they knew that he was Christ. And 
when it was day, he departed and went into a desert 
place: and the people sought him, and came unto him, 
and stayed him, that he should not depart from them. 
And he said unto them, J must preach the kingdom 
of God to other cities also: for therefore am I sent. 
And he preached in the synagogues of Galilee.

The Collect 
O Almighty and everlasting God, the eternal sal- 
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vation of them that believe: hear our prayers for thy 
sick servants for whom we implore thy mercy; that 
with restored health they may render thee thanks in 
thy Church. Through. 


The Epistle, St. James v: 13 


Dearly beloved, is any among you afflicted? let him 
pray. Is any merry? let him sing psalms. Is any 
sick among you? let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over him, anointing him with 
oil in the name of the Lord: and the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick, and the Lord shall raise him up; 
and if he have committed sins, they shall be forgiven 
him. Confess your faults one to another, and pray 
one for another, that ye may be healed. 


The Gospel, St. Matthew viii: 5 


At that time, when Jesus was entered into Caper- 
naum, there came unto him a centurion, beseeching 
him, and saying, Lord, my servant lieth at home sick 
of the palsy, grievously tormented. And Jesus saith 
unto him, I will come and heal him. The centurion 
answered and said, Lord, I am not worthy that thou 
shouldest come under my roof: but speak the word 
only, and my servant shall be healed. For Ilamaman 
under authority, having soldiers under me: and I say 
to this man, Go, and he goeth; and to another, Come, 
and he cometh; and to my servant, Do this, and he 
doeth it. When Jesus heard it, he marvelled, and 
said to them that followed, Verily I say unto you, I 
have not found so great faith, no, not in Israel. And 
I say unto you, That many shall come from the east 
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and west, and shall sit down with Abraham, and Isaac, 
and Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven. But the chil- 
dren of the kingdom shall be cast out into outer dark- 
ness: there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 
And Jesus said unto the centurion, Go thy way; and 
as thou hast believed, so be it done unto thee. And 
his servant was healed in the selfsame hour.

We beseech thy clemency, O almighty God, that 
by the virtue of this Sacrament thou wouldest vouch- 
safe to confirm thy servant with thy grace, that in the 
hour of jis death the adversary may not prevail against 
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him, but that he may be found worthy to enjoy the 
companionship of thy blessed angels in /1s passage 
to eternal life. Through.

The Collect 


Graciously hear us, almighty and merciful God, 
that what is accomplished by our ministry may be per- 
fected by thy blessing. Through. 


The Epistle, Eph. v: 22 


Brethren, let wives submit themselves unto their 
own husbands, as unto the Lord. For the husband is 
the head of the wife, even as Christ is the head of the 
church: and he is the saviour of the body. Therefore 
as the church is subject unto Christ, so let the wives 
be to their own husbands in every thing. Husbands, 
love your wives, even as Christ also loved the church, 
and gave himself for it; that he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of water by the word, that 
he might present it to himself a glorious church, not 
-having spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing; but that 
it should be holy and without blemish. So ought 
men to love their wives as their own bodies. He that 
loveth his wife loveth himself. For no manever yet hated 
his own flesh; but nourisheth and cherisheth it, even 
as the Lord the church: for we are members of his 
body, of his flesh, and of his bones. For this cause 
shall a man leave his father and mother, and shall be 
joined unto his wife, and they two shall be one flesh. 
This is a great mystery: but I speak concerning Christ 
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and the church. Nevertheless let every one of you in 
particular so love his wife even as himself; and the 
wife see that she reverence her husband. 


The Gospel, St. Matt. xix: 3 


At that time, the Pharisees also came unto him, 
tempting him, and saying unto him, Is it lawful for a 
man to put away his wife for every cause? And he 
answered and said unto them, Have ye not read that 
he which made them at the beginning made them male 
and female, and said, For this cause shall a man leave 
father and mother, and shall cleave to his wife: and 
they twain shall be one flesh? Wherefore they are 
no more twain, but one flesh. What therefore God 
hath joined together, let not man put asunder. 


After the secret Our Father after the Consecration the priest, before continuing 
the Mass, proceeds one step to the Epistle side of the altar, and turning toward the 
bridegroom and bride, who are kneeling at the altar steps, says over them the follow- 
ing prayers: 


Mercifully hear our prayers, O Lord, and graciously 
protect thine ordinance, whereby thou hast provided 
for the propagation of mankind, that this union made 
by thy authority may be preserved by thy help. 
Through. 


O God, who by thy mighty power hast made all things 
out of nothing; who, in the beginning having set up 
the world, didst bestow on man, whom thou hadst 
created in thine own likeness, the inseparable help of 
woman, fashioning her body from his very flesh, and 
thereby teaching us that it is never lawful to put asunder 
what it has pleased thee to make of one substance; 
who hast consecrated wedlock by a surpassing mys- 
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tery, since in the marriage-bond thou didst foreshow 
the union of Christ with the Church; by whom woman 
is joined to man, and that alliance which thou didst 
ordain from the beginning is endowed with a blessing, 
which alone was not taken away, either in punishment 
of original sin or by the sentence of the flood; look down 
in mercy upon this thy handmaid who, being about 
to enter upon wedded life, seeks to be strengthened 
by thy protection; may the yoke she has to bear be 
one of love and peace; true and chaste may she marry 
in Christ, and be a follower of holy women; may she 
be pleasing to her husband like Rachel; prudent like 
Rebecca; long-lived and faithful like Sara; may the 
author of sin have no share in any of her actions; may 
she remain attached to the Faith and Commandments; 
may she fortify her weakness by strong discipline; may 
she be respected for her seriousness and venerated for 
her modesty; may she be well versed in heavenly lore; 
may she be fruitful in offspring. May her life be pure 
and blameless; and may she attain to the rest of the 
blessed in the kingdom of heaven. May they both 
arriving at a happy old age see their children’s children 
even to the third and fourth generation. Through.

We beseech thee, almighty God, in thy great good- 
ness, to show favour to that order of things which thou 
thyself hast established, and to keep in abiding peace 
those whom thou hast joined together in lawful bond. 
Through. ; 


Before blessing the people, the priest again turns to the bridegroom and bride, 
and blesses them in particular, saying: 


May the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the 
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God of Jacob, be with you, and may he fulfil his bless- 
ing in you: that you may see your children’s children 
even to the third and fourth generation, and may after- 
wards have life everlasting, by the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who, with the Father and the Holy Ghost, 
liveth and reigneth God, worid without end. Amen. 
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
